Blight Resistant 
Celery Developed 
|At Glades Station 


Florida. agriculturists were 
shown a new celery variety, re- 
sistant to blight, and a new bean, 
disease-resistant and a prolific 
bearer, as several hundreds of 
them journeyed to Belle Glade ře- 
cently to review a year’s scientific 
Progress at the Everglades experi- 
ment station. x 

Growers who spent an entire day 
viewing experiments and discus- 
sing results with the University of 
Florida’s crops of Everglades re- 


cides after another year of tests. 
The new celery variety, not yet 
named, was developed by Dr. G. 
R. Townsend, of the Everglades 
station, collaborating with Dr. R. 
A. Emerson of Cornell university. 
Bred from crosses ‘between Turk- 
ish celeraic- and the commercial 
variety known as Cornell 19, the 
new celery has proven virtually 
immune to early blight. -Without 
fungicide treatment of any kind, 
stands of the new,variety are now 
thriving at the experiment: sta- 
tion. Nearby plots of .the Supreme 
Golden variety have succumbed to 


cide treatments. 

The néw bean developed at the 
Everglades station is being re- 
leašeđ to seedsmen this year. An 
improvement on the Florida Belle 
variety, it will be known as the 
Dixie Belle. Growers who saw it 


and uniform bearing character- 
istics, high quality and resistance 
to disease. ` 

DDT, the wonder insecticide de- 
veloped during the-war, is still 
performing miracles against in- 
sect infestations of Florida\ crops, 
experimental plots at the. station 
near Belle. Glade showed. Station 
scientists have found during the 
past year that DDT is effective in 
smaller proportions than used 
formerly.
